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LIVING AUTHORS, 


Familiar names in Literature are still fresh upon the record of the liv- 
ing. Hoary-headed authors and poets, historians, romancers, and meta- 
physicians—men and women whose names were years ago placed upon 
the’books of publishers in England and America, and whose good deeds 
speak volumes (literally), while they yet live—are among the foremost in 
the race for literary fame, and vie in undiminished vigor with the new 
school of writers which in both countries has sprung up rapidly around 
them. In considering what becomes of all the thoughts that flow from 
pen to paper, and pass from types and ink into the minds of tens of 
thousands of attentive readers, the idea is suggested of inquiring, who, 
of all the popular writers of the century, still survive? In other words, 
How many modern authors are living to witness the call that their 
genius has created for works of a certain stamp? It is a surprising 
fact to know that so many eminent writers, while the gray is sprinkled in 
among their locks, yet preserve their original vitality and native force, 
and that their latest works are likely to rank among their best; it ar- 
gues that a healthy atmosphere has surrounded them, that people on 
both sides of the water have appreciated literary merit, and that the 
life of an author is no longer of necessity that of a Grub-street hack. 
Literature n our day is more sought after by all classes, is brought 
nearer to every man’s door, and exercises a more genial influence upon 
the popular heart, than has been known in its annals for many genera- 
tions. In fact, the rapid and exceedingly cheap issues of even standard 
books have become an institution in themselves—effecting a wonderful 
revolution in the sentiments entertained towards authors as a class, and 
affording to young aspirants for literary fame that encouragement with- 
out which their efforts are but limited, and for which many scores of 
them in years past have struggled and striven until strife and struggle 
ended in despair. 

There isa promising future for literature in this country. The 
growth of the new States and Territories, the accession of numbers from 
abroad, the development of native talent, and the opportunities for in- 
tellectual culture which now abound in every settled town and village 
in the country, offer extraordinary inducements for the exercise of 
that faculty of instructing and amusing the public that is possessed in 
such large measure by a vigorous class of native authors, But, while 
it is true that american talent finds appreciative admirers, and while 
American books are read, even on the other side of the water, it is 
equally true that all new countries require an infusion of that old leaven 
of intelligence which we find embodied in the books known as the 
standards. Hence, both old and new works will naturally keep within 
sight of each other. There are old authors, without whom we can no 
more be well-furnished in the intellect than can a bookshop be without 
shelves, or newspapers without presses and types. Every year’s fresh 
catalogue, accordingly, shows that the standard volumes have been re- 
newed, and new volumes of what is termed the “current literature,” 
stand side by side with them, But it was not of this point particularly 
that we wished to speak. 

In writing of authors and books, the thought is naturally suggested, 
who, of all the men and women whose ideas have stirred the blood of 
the world, are still active members of society? Rogers, and Worps- 
wort, and Sovurney, Cuar.oite Bronte, and Arago, and other great 
names in literature, have lately disappeared from among the living; but 
in their places rise upthosts of strong-armed and lusty successors. The 
Dames in Science are still valuable ; so in Theology, in Romance, and in 





History; and age has not withered the “infinite variety” of Vroror 

Hveo, of Lamanrtixe, Berancer, or Bryant. Lamartiyg, struggling 

with adverse fortune, and reduced by political convulsions to the ve-ge of 
bankruptcy, with his estates embarrassed and his spirits depressed by 

misfortune, has sat himself deliberately down, like a second Soorr, to 

wipe out mortgages with his pen, and, through his agents, appeals to 

his friends in America for aid: let us give it, and cheerfully. His Fa- 
miliar History of Literature will occupy two years of publication in 
serial numbers. Brraneer has written some stirring lines, addressed 
to “the students,” which no French publisher dares print, but which 
circulate about Paris in manuscript, and, having found their way to 
this city, are now going the rounds of the newspapers, Victor Hugo, 
in exile, fulminates anathema maranatha against the third Napo.zon, 
and defends the memory of the patriots. Our own poets are marshalled 
by Mr. Bryant, who steadily pursues his newspaper life, and allows the 
muse full sway only on rare occasions. The younger American poets 
work lustily, full of Yankee fire and spirit, and rich in imagery that is 
free of Yankee stiffness : so that the year hardly runs by without new an- 
nouncements from Lonerettow, LoweL1t, Warrier, Saxe, Homes, or 
Taytor? Mr. Tuacxeray, having taken up the operation of dissecting 
dead monarchs, and performing it to the great satisfaction of the stu- 
dents who were present at the demonstration, has just turned his steps 
homeward, after a lengthened stay among us; he bears with him the 
hearty good wishes of the friends whom his visits have called about 
him ; his last public appearance was at the recent dinner of the St. 
George’s Society, in this city, where he made a sparkling little speech, 
full of his old humor. Cartes Dickens, having found'in Paris the 
materials he needed, is writing the history of “Little Dorrit,” repub- 
lished here simultaneously with the London edition, G. P. R. James, 
settling down into a steadfast admirer of free acres and broad fields, 
has invested largely in western lands, and remains for the present in 
the United States. Dovetas Jrrroxp is editing Lloyd’s Weekly news- 
paper. Rosert Brown1xe, the Howrrts, Cuartes Krxestey, CARLYLE, 
Bu.wer, and Disraewi, have been brought more or less prominently 
before the reading public within a year—Disraext chiefly in politics. 
Layarp and Hven Mier quietly discuss men’s and nature’s marks 
upon old stones, and read lessons from them. Mr. Horace MayYuew,. 
taking up a new branch of investigation, has commenced with the re- 
form of the swell-mob in London—gentlemen who make £50 at a 
single pull, but who would now live honestly if they could: we hope 
Mr. Maynew may hew the rough material he has to work into some- 
thing better than it is, but the task is umpromising. Vow Lienie and 
Hvumxoupt, Sm Cuarzes Lyext, Farapay, Amy, Sm Davip Brewster, 
are still at work in the foreign scientific field, and so are Acassiz and 
Gvyot, Henry Bacur, Mavry, Mrroner, and Arexanper, here. It is 
hoped that Liesie, Ary, and possibly Humpoipt, may be induced to 
visit this country during the coming summer, in season to be present at 
the annual meeting of the American Association at Albany. The his- 
toriaus are busy: Mr. Bancrort, with his History of the American 
Revolution, Mr. Invixe with Wasuineton, Mr. Macautay with Wu- 
LIAM, Tu1eKs with the Continent, Atison with the continuation of his 
History of Europe, Ike Marven with Venice. Mr. Evererr has been 
lecturing to immense audiences upon the life and career of WasHINGTON ; 
and Mr. Curtis has discoursed with power and beauty of the modern 
school of the English Fiction. Mr. Emerson and the Reformers are 
not just now prolific, and the public misses them. The American 
clergy, with names that stand high in theology, survive to a good age, 
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and lack none of their accustomed industry ; they are fitly represented 
by the respected class which is headed by Drs. Wayland, and Spring, 
and Bethune, Sprague, Cox, Alexander, and Barnes. We have neither 
the time nor space requisite to dwell more fully upon this subject. It is 
sufficient for our immediate purpose to recall the names of the living au- 
thors whose pens are not yet laid aside, and whose health and vigor, 
we are glad to know, are still unabated.

New Poustroations.—Of the “ Border Novels and Romances of the 
South,” by William Gilmore Simms. J.S. Reprretp has issued the sixth 
volume, “Confession; or, the Blind Heart.” It contains two spirited 
illustrations, and the subject matter is quite in the manner of Mr. Simms. 
Messrs. Carttron & Puiups have published “ The Pioneers of the 
West; or, Life in the Woods,” by W. P. Strickland. It recounts the 
adventures of the early western settlers with Indians, wild beasts, and 
natural difficulties. It is very creditably illustrated, contains 403 12mo. 
pages, and is tastefully bound in cloth. Messrs. Joun P. Jewerr & 
Co. have published “ Peter Gott, the Cape Ann Fisherman,” by J- 
Reynolds, M.D. They also publish “The Flower Garden; or, 
Breck’s Book of Flowers.” This is a new and revised edition. It 
purports to describe all the various hardy perennials, annuals, shrubby 
plants, and evergreens. The author, Mr. Joseph Breck, seedsman and 
florist, was formerly editor of “‘ The New England Farmer and the Hor- 
ticultural Register.” The American Tract Society has published a 
“ Premium Essay on Peace,” from the pen of the Rev. Joseph A. Col- 
lier, of Geneva, N. Y., entitled, “ The Right Way ; or, the Gospel Ap- 
plied to the Intercourse of Individuals and Nations.” The same Society 
issue two neat juveniles, “ Aunt Rose and her Little Nieces,” and “ Easy 
Lessons for the Little Ones at Home.”

Dr. J. W. Palmer, now of this city, but for- 
merly a surgeon in the East India Company’s service, is about to pro- 
duce a volume of sketches and personal adventure in the Burman 
Empire.

The origin of the talked-of work is an attack made upon the 
eminent novelist by Count Montalembert, the celebrated French writer 
and politician, who, in a recent publication, with more zeal than 
knowledge, accused Mr. Dickens of having excited the poor against the 
rich in his social fictions; in. fact, of being an English Eugene Sue. 
Dickens, it is said, intends to publish a reply to the Count, which will 
appear simultaneously in French and English, in Paris and London.” 

IrELann.—The Cireular says:—“ Messrs. Hopers, Suitm & Co., of 
Dublin, announce a New Edition of the Annats of IreLanp, by John 
O'Donovan, M.RI.A. The very large price they were of necessity com- 
pelled to place on the first edition published in 1850, namely, 14 gnineas, 
as a matter of course confined the sale chiefly to Public Institutions and 
men of large fortunes. This was beyond their control; and they most 
fully concurred in the regret so generally expressed, that the work was 
not available, on account of its large price, to gentlemen of moderate 
income. With the concurrence of many distinguished persons, they now 
announce a reprint of the work, to be in every way as beautiful as the 
fourteen guinea edition, with the exception of the paper, which will not 
be so fine; but in extent, type, and subject-matter it will be the same. 
In the event of four hundred copies being immediately subscribed for, 
they purpose re-issuing the seven volumes, within twelve months, at 
the moderate cost of Turre Dottars per volume; and as a guarantee, 
if such be necessary, for fulfilling their engagement with the Subscribers, 
they will not require payment until the entire work be finished. The 
work of the “ Four Masters” is now so well known, that it may seem 
unnecessary to say that there is scarcely an Irish family of any note of 
which mention is not made, and the full history of nearly every family 
is given, their origin traced, their different branches, and the localities 
where they resided, the great chieftains and learned men belonging to 
each, and every other circumstance of importance that it has been pos- 





sible to glean connected with them. The antiquarian will find in these 
volumes new and invaluable stores of information upon the institutions 
and manners of the ancient possessors of the soil; the topographer or 
the historian can identify every locality in which an important event, & 
battle, or the death of a great man, the building uf a palace or other 
edifice, the burial and erection of the tumulus of some chieftain, or some 
other event of surpassing interest recorded in the work, took place. 
The exact spot where the event occurred is in almost every case dis- 
tinctly pointed out, and identified with the modern locality, and except 
in few instances these places were never before identified, even in the 
county histories. By an admirable Alphabetical Index, reference can 
be made with the greatest facility to the names either of men or of 
places mentioned in the work.” 

Franoz.—A biography of the Emperor Napoleon has been published 
in Russia, and several large editions were immediately bought up by the 
people. The Museum of the Louvre has just bought a MS. volume 
written by Leonardo de Vinci, and illustrated with pen-and-ink draw- 
ings by the same author. The price paid for it was 35,000 zwanzigers. 
The Museum of Natural History in Paris, has just received fifty-four 
cases of geological specimens, dug up from the ruins of Athens. Among 
these is a complete collection of the fossil remains of almost all the 
animals that existed in ancient Greece, some of which are said to be 
remarkably like those found at the present day in Africa. Dr. Louis 
Véron, the author of the Memoires d’un Bourgeois de Paris and Cing 
Cents France de Rente, has just withdrawn from his connection with 
the Jndépendanee Belge, and is no longer any way connected with the 
paper. There were printed, in Belgium, during the past year, one 
thousand and three different works in the French language, two hun- 
dred and twenty-four in Flemish, twenty-two in Latin, nine in German, 
and only two in English. A Congress of sixty-four learned societies of 
the French provinces is now being held at Paris. In the Archwological 
section it has been resolved that it would be desirable to have some 
slight knowledge of archeology given to the pupils in the primary 
schools; also to have plans of the old Roman roads, which exist in 
different parts of France, drawn up, so as to enable a general plan of 
such roads to be made. In the Fine Arts Section, a ‘proposition for 
enabling illustrations for scientific publications to be produced at a much 
cheaper rate than at present, was ordered to be taken into consideration. 
Dr. Jobert de Lambelle has been elected member of the Academy of 
Sciences of Paris, in the room of the late Dr. Majendie. The public 
library in Prague is in treaty for the late Professor Hermann’s valu- 
able collection of books.

SPIRITUAL LITERATURE. 


Not the least curious among the literary items of the day is the 
rapid increase of that class of publications known as “ Spiritual Litera- 
ture.” This has grown into an important branch of the bookselling 
business. It occupies the attention of two or three establishments in 
this city, and of others in Boston, Philadelphia, and the western cities. 
Spiritual books are regularly announced, and a spiritual newspaper is 
published here weekly. Meanwhile, the “mediums” drive a brisk 
business, and the intercourse of mortals with these immortals is afforded 
all needful facilities. This growth may be said to have taken place 
within the past three years, for the literature of the school has hardly 
two years of steady increase yet to boast of. The fact is quite a curious 
one, in its way.

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down to the present day; and we doubt if the world can furnish, apart 
from the MMS. themselves (all the various readings of which, however, 
have been collated and published, and are in possession of the Union), a 
more complete apparatus. In connection with Origen’s Hexapla, and 
Walton’s Polyglot, are to be found the most celebrated editions of the 
Hebrew and Greek text of the Scriptures, with the various Critica 

Thesauruses, Synopses, Digests, Lexicons, Grammars, and works 
on Criticism, Hermeneutics, Archeology, History, and in, fact the lead- 
ing works on all that pertains to the vast field of biblical literature, 
embracing the most ancient and modern authors, with the translations 
from the Septuagint and Vetus Itala, Vulgate, to the English versions, 
from Wickliffe to the present time; and also the principal versions that 
have been made in the various modern languages and dialects. The 
Library contains the commentaries of greatest value, ancient and 
modern, that have been written in the various languages, from the 
Targums of the Jews and Ancient Fathers, down to the present day ; 
and also copies of the Grecian, Roman, and English classics, together 
with the most valuable books of reference in the various departments of 
literature, science and art.”

THE PUBLIC LIBRARIES OF NEW YORK. 
BY R. G. HORTON, 


Probably no institutions in this city are so justly a matter of pride 
to its citizens as its public libraries. They mark the increasing attention 
given to scientific and literary pursuits, and their support and encourage- 
ment afford a fair criterion whereby to judge of the intelligence of the 
people among whom they are founded. To be sure, we cannot boast of 
any such gigantic collections of books as do many cities of Europe, nor 
are our library-rooms fitted up in such a style of magnificence as those 
of the ancients are represented to have been, the floors of which are 
said to have been paved with marble, their walls covered with glass 
and ivory, and their shelves and desks composed of ebony and cedar, 
though it may be justly claimed that we are closely approximating this 
sumptuous degree of elegance in some of the library edifices recently 
erected in our city. When we consider, however, that modern libraries 
have all sprang up in the space of less than four hundred years, and also 
remember the stern battles our forefathers were compelled to fight to 
wring from an uncultivated soil a scanty subsistence, we are surprised 
that we have developed that degree of literary taste, of which so many 
library institutions furnish a convincing proof. 

In the beginning of the fourteenth century, the library of Louis IX. 
contained only four classical authors; and that of Oxford, in England, 
in 1300, consisted of a few tracts, kept in a chest. In 1316, an old abbot 
died in Germany, who had amassed about two thousand manuscripts, a 
literary treasure which excited such general attention, that princes and 
eminent men of that day traveled very far to visit it.. But the multiplica- 
tion of books by the art of printing worked a wonderful change in respect 
to the extent of all libraries, both public and private. The Paris National 
Library is said to contain 824,000 volumes; Munich Royal, 600,000; St. 
Petersburgh Imperial, 446,000 ; Copenhagen Royal, 412,000; Guttengen 
University, 360,000; Berlin Royal, 500,000; and the London British 
Museum, 490,000. From acalculation made by an English author, we 
learn, that computing the books in the various libraries of the minor 
states of Germany, there are 450 books to every one hundred of the 
population ; in Denmark, 412; in Prussia, 200; in Hungary, 167; in 
Russia, 75; in Great Britain, from 63 to 58. The very small position 
which England holds, and ever which the United States would undoubt- 
edly hold in comparison to the continental states, in respect to the 
extent of their public libraries, may appear, at first glance, improbable. 
But in England, as well as in this country, books are doubtless more 
generally distributed among the population, while on the Continent 
they are more usually confined to the libraries. But one feature of the 
public libraries of Europe deserves particular notice and commendation ; 
they are nearly all free. In France there are 107. In Paris alone there 
are 7, in Vienna 8, in Florence 6, but in London, up to 1850, there were 
none. Since that time efforts have been made to establish some, and, 
we believe, have succeeded; the Marylebone and Finsbury being the 
most prominent ones. In 1853 a free library was opened at Bolton. 
One was also opened in Liverpool, pn the 18th October, 1852, with 








13,456 volumes to commence with. The other free libraries in England 
are at Manchester—Chetham’s Library, founded nearly three hundred 
years ago, and the Free Library, established in 1851. 

If we are asked to point to our free libraries we can, with pride, 
refer to that munificent monument of private liberality, the Astor 
Library, or, if more is asked, we may, with equal satisfaction, call attep- 
tion to the 11,748 Public School Libraries of our State, containing, in 
the aggregate, according to the last report of the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, no less than 1,505,370 volumes. Nothing like this 
has yet been attempted in any country, if we except the effort made to 
establish libraries for teachers in France. There can be no doubt that 
in small collections and general diffusion of books, the United States is 
ahead of any country in the world. If we compare the different cities 
of Europe, as regards the number of books they contain, with New 
York, “the Empire City ” is shorn of its laurels. In 1848 Paris con- 
tained 1,474,000 volumes in her public libraries, while the aggregate 
number in our own city, at present, as we have ascertained it, falls short 
of 850,000. This is higher than it has ever before been estimated, Nor- 
ton’s Literary Register, for 1854, putting the number at 295,000. The 
same author gave the number of volumes in the libraries of Boston, ag 
150,000; Philadelphia, 238,000; Providence, 69,300, and Albany, 
87,000. New York has only fairly commenced her career of intellectual 
greatness. Most of the more prominent libraries have for years been 
laboring under severe financial embarrassments, and these difficulties 
have been augmented, in some cases, recently, by the building of new 
edifices, indispensable for their proper, accommodation. Through the 
generous liberality of our citizens the darkest days of many of these 
institutions have been passed, and there is now before them a brilliant 
career of usefulness and prosperity. In the details which follow, it will 
not be wholly uninteresting to watch the steps a young but mighty city 
has made in the attention it has bestowed upon letters. The charge is 
too often made, that we have neglected learning, and that the prodigious 
development of the physical capacities of our country has excluded 
advancement in the more polite and genial accomplishments of litera- 
ture. This assertion is easily disproved by facts; for, considering the 
difficulties we have been forced to encounter, it is doubtful whether any 
people ever made an equal advancement in the same space of time with 
ourselves, either in bibliography, science, or art. In the list of libraries 
we have noticed, there are some which do not come under the desig- 
nation of public, but we have chosen to include them, in order to give 
a general glance at the attention which has been paid to the collection 
of books in our city. Besides those we have enumerated, there are 
several parish, church and cireulating libraries, in addition to which, 
many of the Ward Schools have considerable collections of books for the 
use of the scholars. 

THE ASTOR LIBRARY. 

While the other libraries of our city have been collected together by 
the laborious care of years, the Astor Library is a sudden monument of 
generous munificence. John Jacob Astor, its founder, is too well known 
to require at our hands an extended notice. An uninterrupted residence 
in this city of over sixty years, where, by uncommon business talents, 
he had acquired a colossal fortune, made him not only well known here, 
but rendered his reputation world-wide. The history of the Astor 
Library commences with the clause in his will establishing it, which is 
as follows: 

“Desiring to render a public benefit to the city of New York, and to 
contribute to the advancement of useful knowledge and the general good 
of society, I do, by this codicil, appropriate four hundred thousand dol- 
lars out of my residuary estate to the establishment of a public library in 
the city of New York.” By the same instrument this sum is to be 
applied and disposed of 

“ First, in the erecting of a suitable building for a public library. 

“ Second, in furnishing and supplying the same, from time to time, 
with books, maps, charts, drawings, paintings, engravings, casts, statues, 
furniture, and other things appertaining to a library for general use, 
upon the most ample scale and liberal character. 
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«Third, in maintaining and upholding the buildings and other 
property, and in defraying the necessary expenses of taking care of the 
property and of the accommodation of persons consulting the library. 

“The said sum shall be payable, one-third in the year after my de- 
cease, one-third in the year following, and the residue in equal sums in 
the fourth and fifth years. 

“The said library to be accessible at all reasonable hours and times 
for general use, free of expense to persons resorting thereto, subject only 
to such control and regulations as the trustees may, from time to time, 
exercise and establish for general convenience. 

“The affairs of the institution shall be conducted by eleven trus- 
tees, to be, from time to time, selected from the different liberal profes- 
sions and employments in life, and the classes of educated men. 

“ All the property and effects of the institution shall be vested in the 
said trustees. They shall have power to direct the expenditure of the 
fands, the investment, safe-keeping and management thereof, and of the 
property and effects of the institution; also, to make such ordinances 
and regulations, from time to time, as they may think proper for the 
good order and convenience of those who may resort to the library or 
use the same; also, to appoint, direct, control and remove the superin- 
tendent of the library, and all librarians and others employed about the 
institution ; and, also, they shall have and use all powers and authority 
for promoting the expressed objects of this institution, not contrary to 
what is herein expressed.” 

Other clauses in the will fix the site of the library edifice, limit its 
cost to seventy-five thousand dollars, exclusive of the lot; authorize 
an expenditure of one hundred and twenty thousand dollars in the pur- 
chase of books and for other purposes, and direct the residue to be 
invested as a permanent fund for its maintenance and gradual increase. 

Something was done toward collecting books for the library previous 
to Mr. Astor’s death, in 1848. The first purchase was made in 1839, at 
the sale of Major Douglass’ books, and these formed the nucleus of the 
present ‘gigantic collection. Mr. Astor, himself, purchased Audubon’s 
Birds of America, the only work in the library of which the same 
remark can be made. Not more than 1,000 volumes, however, were 
bought previous to the death of its founder, and the collecting of books 
cannot be really said to have commenced until about nine months after 
his decease. In October, 1848, Dr. J. G. Cogswell, who had been 
selected by the trustees as librarian, was authorized to go to Europe and 
expend twenty thousand dollars in the purchase of books. He visited 
London, Paris and Brussels, and obtained a valuable collection of books, 
many of which were purchased at the auction sale of the Duke of Buck- 
ingham’s large library in the first-mentioned city. The collection now 
numbered about 20,000 volumes, which were placed temporarily in a 
house in Bond-street, rented by the trustees for that purpose. In 1851 
the librarian again visited Europe and obtained about 25,000 volumes 
more. The next year he again returned to Europe, and collected nearly 
20,000 volumes more, making now a total of some 75,000 or 80,000 
volumes, 

During the time occupied in collecting the books, the library edifice 
in Lafayette Place had been in the course of erection. The corner-stone 
was laid on the 14th of March, 1850, and the entire building was com. 
pleted in July, 1853. By December of the same year the books were 
arranged on the shelves, and ready for use. On the 9th of January, 
1854, the library was opened for inspection, and on the first of February 
finally thrown open to the public for use. . 

The Astor Library cannot be said, strictly speaking, to be a popular 
one, that is, the books do not consist of ephemeral works of fiction. It 
is intended as a library for reference and study, embracing works in all 
languages. Three of its most distinctive features are Scandinavian and 
Oriental literature, and the transactions of learned societies. There has 
been added to these, by the liberality of W. B. Astor, Esq., son of the 
founder, a special department, cevoted to the industrial arts, It proves 
a valuable and important addition to the institution. 

The library is perfectly free to visitors. Small tickets are used, upon 
which the applicant is required to write the title of the book wanted, 





and deliver it to the attendant. On the reverse of these tickets are the 
following regulations : 


“ ASTOR LIBRARY REGULATIONS.” 


“J, The library is open every day, except Sundays and established holi- 
days, from 10 a.M., until half an hour before sunset. 

‘**2, Admission is free to all persons over sixteen years of age. 

“3. When a book is wanted, its title is to be written on this ticket, 
with the name of the applicant. The ticket is then to be given to 
an attendant, who will look out the book, if in the library, and put 
it into the hands of the reader without delay. n 

“4, Readers must return their books before leaving the library, and 
take back their tickets, otherwise they continue responsible for the 
books. 

“5. No one is allowed to enter the alcoves, or remove a book from its 
place, unless accompanied by an officer of the library. 

“6, Readers wishing to consult costly works of art, must make a special 
application for that purpose. 

“7, In taking notes from books, pencils, not pen and ink, are to be 
used. 

“8, Smoking strictly forbidden in any part of the library.” 

The library building is erected in the style of the royal palaces of 
Florence, and presents a very elegant and imposing appearance. It is 
one hundred and twenty feet in length by sixty-five wide. The library 
hall on the second floor is one hundred and fifty feet in length by sixty 
in width, and fifty in height. It is surmounted by a grand sky-light, 
fifty-four feet long by fourteen broad, and formed of thick glass, set in 
iron. Upon each side of the room are the alcoves, which being open 
front and rear, afford great space for books. On the first floor are the 
lecture and reading rooms, the latter being located on each side of the 
building, while the lecture room is in the rear. The entire edifice is 
probably the best constructed and the most admirably adapted for the 
purpose for which it was intended, of any in our country. Joseph G.
